Cattle Doctor,” -recently pudlished; a 
work which we beg leave to recommend 
to the careful perusal of every farmer.—

So deep is the conviction of the great 
saving which would be accomplished by 
individuals, adding immensly, in the 
gregate, to our national wealth, by a more 
exiendéed use of oxen in lieu of uorses in 
the general labors of husbandry, that the 
‘occasion is here embraced to present the 
views by which that conviction has been 
‘established, and the editor feels persuade! 
that he might venture to introduce these 
views, on the score of their intriosic im- 
rortance, even though the subject to 
which they re'ate were not so naturally 
assoc:ated, hs it seems to be, with a work 
on the diseases of cattle. 

That-“a farming district may be judged 
of by its working oxea, as safely as by 
itg barns or its cornfields,” has been laid 
down as an axiom by a Committee of 
Farmers— working men jn the true sense 
of the word—of Massachusetts, at an 
exhibition where no premium was offer- 
ed for horsess expressly on the ground 
that ‘*it was believed that the interest of 
the farmer is promoted by substituting 
the ax for the horse, for most purposes, 
as he is fed with less expense, is more 
patent of iabor, and is more valuable 
when his service is ended.” This dec- 
laration in favor of the ox for ‘most pur- 
poses” is at once explicit and broad, and 
might seem to settle the question; but 
there are, considerations arising out of 
difference of soil and ciimate, which od- 
viously demand a comparison of circum- 
stances to see how far that system ad- 
mits of generabapgiication, wh.ch is here 
proc'aimed on the best authority to be, 
expedient throughout New England: and 
this brings us at once to the most formi- 
dable objections to the use of oxen —their 
alleged incapacity to w.theiand, wheo 
laboring, the heat of more southern lati- 
tudes, and their slowness of motion. 

As to New England, in addition to the 
evidence already quoted, we mv give 
here the answer of the venerable Josah 
Quincy, now President of the time-hon- 
ored Harvard University, to a letier once 
addressed to him by the writer of this:— 
“Oxen,” said he. ‘are used almost whdi 
ly for plough and team work in this quars 
ter of the country. A single ho-se is 
usually kept by our farmers to go tw 
mili and to church, ani for the conve- 
nience of the family. This is so univer- 
sal as to be almost wi:hout exception 
emong mere farmers They certainly 
answer all purposef except, perhaps, 
speed, and in this, on a long journey, they 
are considered as quite equal to horses. 
Our farmers aro so satisfied with their) 
utility and cconomy, that no argumeat/ 
would induce them to change.” 

The late James M. Garnett, of Vir- 
ginia—holfored be his name by all friends 
of American agriculture; stated in one of 
his addresees—*A of my ac-* 
quaintance hac a mixed tears of horses, 
mules, and oxen; in each season his hot:

THE YEW TREE. 


This tree inhabits mountiinous woods 
in Europe, North America, and Japan. 
[n Britain and Ireland there were former- 
ly great ebundance in a wild state, and 
planted in churchyards. The yew was 
once what the oak is now, the basis of 
our strength. fit the old English 
man made his long bow, which he vaunt- 
ed nobody but an Englisman could bend. 
[In shooting, the English did not, as other 
nations, keep his left hand steady, and 
draw his bow with the right, but keeping 
his right at rest upon his cheek, he pres 
sed the whole weight of his body into the 
horns of his bow. Hence. probsbly, 
arose the English phrase of bending the 
how, sud the French of drawing one. 
So grest was the demand for vew in the 

| days of archery that our own stock could 
not supply the demand. Yew is botanic 
ally described as a tree which grows 20 
feet high, with a rough, uneven, little~ 
harked stem; numerous, thick, and con- 
torted branches. and dark evergreen 
foliage.

In the court of quarter sessions, Jadge 
Jones charged the grand j yeote rdey 
morning on the late riots fe said that 
the couse of late riote was the arming of 
St. Philiip’s church: that it was the nght 
of every citizen to begs arms, but not te 
assemble in churches, engine houses, or 
other buildings to resist an attack; that 
such buildings were liable to be indicted 
as & nuisance, and the persons assembled 
therein were the guilty in eyes of the law 
of unlawfully assembling together, ané 
were I-able to be indicted. 

& Very legal: Churches ‘liable to be 
indicted as ruisances.” And how much 
worse isa church witha few stands of 
arms in it, than a printing press, withs 
few traitors to “life liberty and the pur 
suit of happiness abopt it!” Four rights 
happen to be guarranteed in one article of 
‘the United States constitution together; 
this wise: ‘Congress shall no law 
respecting an establishment of religiow 
or prohibiting the free exercise theredl;

ceably to assemble, and to petition. ar 
‘goveroment for a redress of grievances.”

A Dreadful Steamboat Explosion. 
—The Baltimore Patriat of last Fri. 
day evening contfins a letter, cated 
at Rio de Janciro, on the 28th May. 
giving an account of a steamboat ac- 
cidént which occurred at that place 
on the 25th, attended with a greater 
loss of life than any disaster of the 
kind we ever heard of. The follow- 
ing is an extract: Be 
“This city was thrown into great 
excitement on Saturday last by an oc- 
currence that has clothed a | num: 
ber of its inhabitants in mourning, and 
created a gloom over the whole city. 
Un the opposite side of the harbor. 
and distant about four miles, is a vil 
‘age, which numbers about three thou- 
sand inhabitants, and where a num- 
ber of the most respectable inhabitants 
reside, as being more retired than Rio. 
Two small steambouts ply every hour 
during they day between the twopla 
ces, so that the number of passengers 
are large, especially on holydays, for 
recreation. Saturday was one of those 
days,and at four o'clock in the after- 
acon about three hundred passengers 
entered on board from the whar! of 
the city, and the boat had just pushied 
from the moorings when the boiler 
burst with a most awful explosion. 
“A friend of mine, who was present, 
represents the scene as the most heart- 
rending that the imagination can con- 
ceive. The boat was a complete 
wreck, and, ami! the shrieks of the 
wounded, the cries of the drowning. 
ind the confusion of the moment, the 
most callous heart would have melted 
into tenderness. The mutilated re- 
mains were gathered as soon as pos 
sible, and removed toa neighboring 
hospital—some with the loss of a limb 
—some dreadfully scalded—and upon 
numbering them it was found there 
were eighty-six wounded in the house. 
besides those removed to private dwel- 
lings. There are fifty two ascertain- 
ed to have been killed, and several 
persons are missing yet... 
“Seven or eight have died since, 
and J am informed there are as man) 
as twenty who are proneunced incu- 
rable, and will probably linger in ag- 
ony for several days. ‘The number 
of wounded who are still living, as far 
as ascertained, is about sixty-five. 
“This is the first accident of the kind 
which has ever occurred here, and has 
caused great excitement. All places 
of public amusement were closed, and 
have not since been opened.”
